than 1)0 pei cent of the deaf- 
■ r let fever, meningitis 
and brain fever, rnoie than 75 pet 
cent of that due to measles, and 
per aent of that due 
•ases of the ear occurred in 
childhood ; on the other hand, 
than 60 per cent of the dcaf- 
from influenza, catarrh and 
coldi 'I In adult life.

The work here has been 
growing rapidly since then 

"The Episcopal Church's wide 
reaohing 'voiceless ministry' is 
the outcome of a Bible olass of 

deal mules formed in the year 1850 

in New Tork City. To-day 'silent' 
missions may he found in tho large 
cities between the Atlantic coast 
and the Missouri River. They are 
served at intervals by fewer than a 
dozen missionary priests, whose 
sphere of travel are very large. 
Since 1872, the dioceses of the 

great middle West have formed Mr. 

Mann's missionary district. The 
records show upward of 8,800 ser 

vices held in 419 parishes, nearly 

1,000 baptisms and 800 confirma- 
tions. Many of the baptised are 
hearing children of deaf-mutes. A 
deaf-mute man baptized and pre- 
sented for confirmation by Mission- 
ary Mann was graduated from the 

College for the Deaf, at Washing- 
ton and the Virginia Theological 
Seminary, and was ordained last 
Mny by Bishop Satterlee. 

• " Hundreds of prayer hooks, 
hymnals and tracts have heen 
placed in the hands of deaf-mutes 
and their hearing friends. Hun 
dreds of annual repoits have heen 
made to Bishops and secretaries 
and treasurers of diocesan mission- 
ary boards and to the general sec- 
retary at, the mission-house."

printed and folded papers when at 
at work. 

News was received here this week 
of the passing away, June 28th, of 
Mrs. Charlotte Bark, relict of the 
late B. M. Baik, at the home of her 
son, .lames M., in Montecito, Cal.

By a vote of :; to -J, the Board ol 
Managers at its special meeting in 
this city, last Saturday evening, 
July Till, decided to postpone the 
25th anniversary celebration to 
and to hold a business meet- 
ing of the Society in Bittshin 
September 1st., L906. 

This will he disappointing news 
to many, and moreover, we are in- 
clined to regard it tupendous 
mistake

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty- Are feel 
along toe street front and twenty- 
live feel In depth. It. will be three 
stories in height,, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the soeinl, re- 
ligious and industrial neeris of the 
deaf mutes of New York. The 

amount required for " The Ghtllau 

del Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $80,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and pnrpo 
will form a COOflpicUOUa monument 
to him whose life whs devoted to the 

■i I peoples, They themsel 
heartily endorse the memorial.
